CRITICISM OF STUDENTS 



From varions sources there hits been of Into considerable 
criticism of student conduct. It is all so ill-founded and so 
wenrisome that its force is lost und its effect is minimized. 
Because a handful of students in a street parade stopped a 
trolley cur and had a disagreement with the police there has 
been much censuring of McGill students as a body. It. is 
complained that His Majesty's Theatre was on Theatre 
Night a place of great noise and rowdyism, und that those 
who went to sec and hear the [day were 'deeply disappointed 
nnil chagrined. We need only reply that while the "Theatre 
Night celebration was noisy in the theatre, it was entirely 
devoid of rowdyism; that for the lirst time in the history of 
the celebration there was no parade of students to the Mast 
End, there was no after- theatre disturbance on thc streets, 
no destruction of property, no stopping of traffic, no dis- 
comfort 'to citizens. This surely marks an advance. Further, 
on the night in question, the Theatre was purchoscd out- 
right by the students. They owned the building 'in the even- 
ing; they were free to do with it ns they 'wished, to tnako 
what noise they pleased, if in noise 'and college yells they 
found delight. 

The finical nnd disappointed theatre-goers who went 
merely to see the piny knew that the night was McGill Thea- 
tre Night. If they 'did not wish to submit to student 
methods and to listen to student noise in what was for tho 
time thc students' building, 'they should have stayed at home. 

We have endeavoured to discourage student lawlessness 
and rowdyism. We are glad to testify that these elements of 
student gatherings seem to have disappeared. We believe 
that Freshmen and Sophomores 'should be commended rather 
than condemned 'for the conduct on Theatre Night,— conduct 
that consisted mainly of harmless student 'fun with no des- 
tructive and discomforting accompaniments. Wo are happy 
to hear testimony to thc improvement, 'and we can see no 
just course for criticism. Surely "noisy McGill students" as 
a pulpit text on the subject of n pulpit warning to young 
men is somewhat wearisome. It savors of frock-coated me- 
lodrama,— which is equally as empty as 'student noise.

There were many different 
designs discusBëd but the one that 
found most, favor was n small, green, 
tight 'fitting skull cap, with a long 
quill and surmounted by •'■a large, 
bright yellow button and tasBel.

One of the most radical departures 
from the custom of former years in 
the enforcement of the green cap edict 
was the adoption of a plan proposed 
, by Charles Crnmpton that the presi- 
dent of each of the three upper clas- 
ses should appoint four men of his 
class to form a committee that 
should attend to the enforcement of 
University customs. These twelve 
men, backed by their classes, are pre- 
paring to enforce tradition. Extreme 
measures may be resorted to before 
some of the infants don the green, 
but it is planned to confiscate tho 
head gear thai does not conform to 
the ideas of the committee and ibis, 
together with a few visits to th' Well 
House, is calculated to humble thc 
resisting ones. 

Louis Plost suggested that the 
Freshmen should be made more cou- 
scious of their humbleness by the in- 
stallation of green caps nt the Well
